N. H. Man charged 
with embezzling 


from local dealership 
Police allege scam occurred 
when trading in used car

WILMINGTON - Police announced this week an arrest fol- 
lowing an investigation into missing funds following the pur- 
chase and sale of a used vehicle at Bill Dube Hyundai. 

Geoffrey McIntosh, 34, of 65 Summer Street, Milford, NH, 
was arrested July 16 in New Hampshire on the basis of a 
warrant authorized by Woburn District Court based on a 
Wilmington Police Department investigation. He is charged 
with one count of larceny by embezzlement. 

Wilmington Police allege that McIntosh took $3,680.73 that 
belonged to Bill Dube Hyundai dealership, located on Main 
Street in Wilmington. 

Court documents state that McIntosh negotiated an agree- 
ment with a customer to sell his 2012 Ford Escape to the 
dealership for $10,000. This is a normal practice, and the 
dealership will sell those vehicles at a car auction. Hyundai 
will also pay off a bank loan as part of the transaction, 
whether the customer is purchasing a new car or not. In this 
case, the customer still owed $13,680.73 to the. bank for the 
car loan, and as such, the.customer would have to pay the 
difference to the dealership. 

Police say McIntosh, who was working at the dealership as 
a Sales Manager, drove the customer to a local bank, a high- 
ly unusual move, to wait for the customer to withdraw 
$3,680.73 in cash. The customer handed the cash directly to 
McIntosh. 

Typically the dealership does not request cash to complete 
these transactions, more often the customer completes the 
transaction with a bank check or, if they do use cash, it is 
immediately turned over to be processed, with a deposit at 
another area bank. 

The investigation showed that, looking at daily deposit 
slips for the days of, before and after, none of the slips 
showed the $3,680.73 deposit. The bookkeeper also told police 
that she was never given any cash from McIntosh. 

After the vehicle was sold at auction, the dealership real- 
ized that the money was missing. McIntosh has quit his job, 
say police, leaving the employ of the dealership after only a 
couple of months and the day after the customer gave him 
‘the money as the difference on the loan. Though a manager 
‘questioned McIntosh about the money, police state that he 
told the manager he “must have” given the money but could 
not recall to whom he gave it and when it gave it. 

=-Detective Patrick Nally notes in court documents that 
McIntosh was accused of a similar scheme at a Honda deal- 


‘ership in Reading. That case is working its way through 


Woburn District Court. 
McIntosh was arrested on July 14, 2014 on an outstanding 


- warrant from Fairfax, VA on eight criminal charges related 


to embezzlement at Fairfax Honda Dealership. In that case, 


- McIntosh allegedly stole his half-brother’s identity and took 
. out a driver’s license under a different name. Currently, 
; police await information regarding rendition.

NEW RULES FOR 
IRA ROLLOVERS 


| How do you move money from one 
/ IRA to another? Best way is to make a 
| direct transfer—letting the trustee move

The Lead-Up 
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How we got to this Market Basket standoff from last week

TEWKSBURY “Just a normal day.” 

That’s what Market Basket employees told the Tewksbury 
Town Crier as they left the warehouse Thursday night. 

Market Basket Receiving Supervisor and Recall Manager 
Bill Day said, “Everyone is very concerned and scared 
because we don’t know what to expect from these people.” 
He also said it has not been a fun place to work recently. “It 
used to be like coming to.work with family and friends. We 
don’t feel that right now.” 

On being treated differently, Day said, “Arthur would 
come in and come over to us and ask, ‘How’s your mum? 
How’s your children?’ He knew us all like we were family. 
These people were here for 10 days before anyone even spoke 
to me.” 

Day, who has been with Market Basket for 45 years, is pre- 
pared to leave. He will do whatever it takes to support 
Arthur T. Demoulas. 


Following an ultimatum issued by employees last week, * 


and again last Wednesday, new co- CEO’s Felicia Thornton 
and Jim Gooch fired back Thursday afternoon, in a letter 
that many workers interpreted as a threat. 

Workers at all levels, but particularly those located in the 
warehouse and headquarters in Tewksbury, demanded the 
return of Arthur T. Demoulas (affectionately known as 
ATD), ousted CEO, to his position with “full authority.” 

“A non-answer will be considered a no. A group meeting 
must be held by 4:30 pm on Thursday, July 17, informing us 
of your decision. We will not work for anyone but ATD,” said 
the letter. 

While no consequence was announced if Artie T was not 
returned to his position, we now know that the last full deliv- 
eries to stores were on Thursday. With managers, buyers, 
truck drivers, and more key positions walking off the job, 


food deliveries for the 71 stores in New England; 25, 
employees, and myriad partners, and customers in the 
region have been disrupted. fat) : i 

According to one manager that preferred to remain anony- 
mous, most stores maintain a day’s supply of prodticé afid 
three day’s inventory of groceries. Without buyers and:logis- 
tics personnel in place, or truck drivers to deliver goods to 
market, stores came out of the weekend without muelt left 
to sell. -¢ ot 

Friday, Gooch and Thornton pushed back and reminded 
workers. that “this is an INDIVIDUAL decision that each of 
you have to make, whether you wish to continue to work<At 
Market Basket. To be clear - doing your job is continued to 
do the same type of work that you regularly do everydayi- 
not newly defined tasks from your supervisor. If you.choose 
to abandon your job or refuse to perform your job require- 
ments, you will leave us no choice but to doo pacha 
replace you.” a 

“Any action is an individual choice and we hope that your 
top priority continues to be taking care of the Market Basket 
customer,” continued the letter. Feat es] 

The letter also stated that a “telephonic Bese meeting” 
will convene on Monday to discuss demands, Two Market 
Basket associates have been invited to meet with the Board 
via telephone as well. As of publication, calls and emails to 
Gooch and Thornton have not been returned indicetingat 
this meeting took place. 

Thornton and Gooch’s letter speaks to the fears of TENET 
ees who do work paycheck to paycheck and cannot afford 
for a store to close or be fired from the position if they walk 
off the job. RTS 

Many of the higher-level managers remaining at the 
offices are at or near retirement age, giving them more flex- 
ibility in their decision-making. No doubt, though, the stress 
is palpable in stores and in the offices of one of the largest 
family-owned firms in America. 


Ex-NH Fire Chief convicted He 
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bation. Upon the completion of the six 
month sentence, Colby must then 
report to a probation officer for two 
years, and if he has a problem during 
that time period, he will have to go 
back before the judge and risk having 
the 12 months reinstated. 

Further, Colby must have a mental 
health evaluation and follow-up. He 
has a stay-away order and non-contact 
and non-abuse orders for the victim 
and witnesses. Colby presented himself 
to the Middlesex Sheriff’s office last 
week. 

Colby was also charged with six 
counts of wiretapping, but those 
charges did not go forward because 
they didn’t meet the legal standard for 
wiretapping. 

Colby will not have to register as a 
sex offender, a fact that makes the vic- 
tim’s father, Kevin, steam. 

Kevin, who asked that we not print 
his last name in order to maintain his 
daughter’s privacy, said the traumatic 
matter broke just weeks prior to his 
daughter’s wedding. 

According to court records, Colby 
worked at Valley Green Incorporated 
at 65 Industrial Way, Wilmington, from 
June 17 to July 11, 2013. Valley Green, 
a commercial landscaping products 
firm, employed Colby as a facility 
manager at the time of the incident. 
He pleaded guilty to charges stemming 
from placing a pen-style camera in a 


women’s restroom inside the business, 
pointed at the toilet. A female employ- 
ee spotted the camera July 11 and 
reported it to authorities. A USB card 
pulled from the device held five record- 
ings of one particular female employ- 
ee. 

Colby, the former Fire Chief in 
Webster, NH, resigned his post over the 
summer, though it is not clear that the 
resignation was due to his actions at 
Valley Green. 

Kevin, the victim’s father, attended 
multiple court proceedings and was 
present in court the day Colby changed 
his plea. He was able to deliver a vic- 
tim impact statement on behalf of his 
daughter, who did not attend any of the 
proceedings. 

He first learned of the crime when his 
daughter called him the day that it 
happened. She called her fiance first, 
then she called her dad, both men, said 
Kevin, told her not to tell anyone at 
work, just take the device and go to the 
police. She had wanted to tell her 
supervisor that she was going, but was 
convinced to wait. 

“She thought it might be somebody 
else,” said her father. “I said, ‘I guar- 
antee it will be someone who you 
would never suspect and it will sur- 
prise you dramatically, and it did. It 
was her boss.” 

The police told her not to talk to col- 
leagues over the weekend, knowing 
that whoever placed the recording 


device would notice it was gone: arid 
would sweat it out over the weekend.” 

On Monday, Colby gave her a hand- 
written apology, which Kevin says She 
still has. 

“He was in a position of authority. ‘He 
was a fire chief, had authority; power, 
respect,” said Kevin. “But he ‘didn’t 
have enough to keep busy? This is what 
he thought he needed to do?” _ © - 

In court, Kevin told the judge; Colby, 
and those present about the impact of 
the crime on his daughter, and: the 
lengthy legal process, nearly a year 
despite overwhelming evidenée ‘ in 
favor of conviction. 

“My daughter was anxious, she want- 
ed it over, she has ongoing concerns,” 
said Kevin. He described an environ: 
ment where it was difficult for her to 
go to work everyday, since Colby} had 
told other employees before he left the 
firm that he had ‘gone beyond. the 
boundaries’ of appropriate behavier. 
She left the firm within six weeks; , 9 

Kevin describes fears that. the 
video/photos might be leaked . out, 
making it hard for her to relax.; She 
had to undergo therapy and with the 
lengthy legal struggle, including ta 
potential civil case, she is constantly 
reliving the moment. +i

n a bustling room at the Third Presbyterian Church in 

Albuquerque, New Mexico a group of white and Latino 

parishioners gathered for a workshop on immigration. 
They wanted to learn more about the issue. 

Julio Alvarez, a Mexican immigrant, was there to answer 
their questions. “Why can’t immigrants just wait in line and 
move here legally? Isn’t there a process to do that?” one 
parishioner asked. “The truth is,” Alvarez replied, “standing 
in line is a myth for the majority of us.” 

Alvarez’s personal experience with our nation’s immigra- 
tion system illustrates this harsh reality. 

Mexico’s weak economy pushed Alvarez out of his country 
in 1996. “When I decided to immigrate to Albuquerque, New 
Mexico I had 5 pesos — or less than a dollar — in my pock- 
et and a family to feed,” he recounts. 

Upon his arrival, Alvarez’s U.S.-citizen brother sponsored 
his petition for U.S. residency. As allowed by federal law, he 
included his wife, Myrna, and their school-age son, Edgar, 
in his application. He hoped that all of them could eventu- 
ally reside in the United States legally. 

That was 16 years ago. 

Since then, Alvarez has established a successful automo- 
tive repair shop, bought a home, and saved enough money 
to send his child to college. But our broken immigration sys- 
tem has left him standing in that immigration “line.” And a 
recent Supreme Court decision just made things worse. 

It takes the Citizenship and Immigration Services agency 
an average of seven years to grant immigrants green cards. 
Due'to the structure of the immigration system that impos- 
es a per-country cap, the wait now lasts more than .two 
decades for Mexican immigrants. 

As long as the petitioners’ dependent children don’t come 
of age during that period, they remain eligible for green 
cards. If those children turn 21 before the family reaches the 
front of that proverbial line, a Supreme Court majority

Dear Editor, 

July 23rd marks the 19th anniversary of my mother’s 
murder. I was 18 years old and going into my sophomore 
year at Suffolk University when a then 15-year-old 
Edward O’Brien stabbed my mother, Janet Downing. He 
did so nearly 100 times as she fought ferociously to save 
her life. 

In October of 1997, O’Brien was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to life without parole. I’ve lived for nearly two 
decades with the reassurance that I would never again 
have to be in his presence, hear his voice, or listen to the 
gruesome details of my mother’s murder in a court 
room. But, that reassurance was stripped away last 
December when the state’s Supreme Judicial Court ruled 
that it’s unconstitutional for juvenile killers to be sen- 
tenced to life without parole, giving O’Brien a chance at 
parole. 

Legislators filed a bill this month on sentencing reform 
for juvenile killers. In cases involving premeditation, 
juveniles would serve 25 years to 30 years in prison 
before becoming parole eligible or a minimum of 30 
years in murders with “extreme atrocity or cruelty.” 
Currently, they must serve 15 years before becoming 
parole eligible. But, what they so unjustly left out was 
that the law should apply to those who, like O’Brien, 
already committed their crimes. This is a major blow to 
not only the well-being of my family, but also to the pub- 
lic’s safety. 

Why must this bill only apply going forward and not to

Trial date in Maguire murder case 
could be set in September 


“WOBURN - With We eat 
case now closing in on its 
fourth year, a Middlesex 
Superior Court judge is 
scheduled to set a trial date 
for the three men accused of 
plotting or assisting in the 
botched jewelry heist that 
resulted in the death of 
Woburn Police Officer John 
J. Maguire of Wilmington. 

In late September, just 
about two months before the 
anniversary of the 60-year- 
old veteran patrolman's 
Dec. 26, 2010 death, prosecu- 
tors hope to finally establish 
a trial date for the case. 

The three defendants, 
Newburyport's Arthur 
Cinelli and Wakefield resi- 
dents Scott Hanright and 
Kevin Dingwell, will next 
appear before a judge in the 


North Woburn courthouse on. 


Sept. 23 to set that timetable. 

According to MaryBeth 
Long, a spokeswoman for 
Middlesex District Attorney 
Marian Ryan's. office, the 
murder case has been the 
subject of a flurry of 
motions by both prosecutors 
and defense attorneys over 
the past year. 

"There's been a lot of 
activity," acknowledged the 
spokeswoman, explaining 
that the trial date could be 
“postponed without a resolu- 
tion to those pretrial ques- 
tions, "There are some

The jury found Azamat 
Tazhayakov, 20, guilty of 
conspiring to obstruct jus- 
tice and obstructing justice 
with the intent to impede the 
Boston Marathon bombing 
investigation. U.S. District 
Judge Douglas P. Woodlock 
scheduled sentencing for 
October 16, 2014. 

In August 2013, Tazhayakov 
was indicted for obstructing 
a terrorism investigation. 
Tazhayakov is a national of 
Kazakhstan who was tem- 
porarily living in the United 
States on a student visa 
attending the 
University of Massachusetts 
Dartmouth, ‘but at the time 
of his arrest his visa had 
been revoked. 

In a statement U. S. 
Attorney Carmen Ortiz said 
that the evidence at. trial 
proved that on April 18, 2013, 


after the release of photo-. 


graphs of the two men sus- 
pected of carrying out the 
Marathon bombings (who 
identified as 
Tamerlan Tsarnaev and 
Dzhokhar Tsarnaev), 
Tazhayakov and others went 
to Tsarnaev’s dormitory

Later that 
night while Tazhayakov was 
monitoring the manhunt for 
the Tsarnaev brothers, he 
discussed getting rid of the 
backpack containing the 
fireworks and agreed to get 
rid of it. The backpack was 
then placed in a garbage bag 
and then thrown ‘into ‘a 
dumpster outside 
Tazhayakov’s' New Bedford 
apartment. The FBI recov- 
ered this backpack a week 
later, after 25 agents spent 
two days searching a landfill 
in New Bedford. 

The charging statute pro- 
vides a sentence of. no 
greater than 20 years. in 
prison on the obstruction of 
justice count and five years 
on the ‘conspiracy count, 
three years of supervised 
release, and a fine of $250,000 
for each charge. Tazhayakov 
will also be deported atthe 
conclusion of this prosecu- 
tion. Actual sentences ‘for 
federal crimes are typically 
less than the maximum 
penalties. Sentences are 
imposed by a federal distritt 
court judge based upon ‘the 
U.S. Sentencing Guidélines 
and other statutory factors.

~~ Representing Alabama’s 6th district, he’s built his political 
reputation as a supporter of fiscal responsibility, limited 
_ government and constitutional rights — with special atten- 
“tion to the First and Fourth Amendments. 

It shouldn’t have come as a surprise to hear this southern 
Republican speak in favor of net neutrality, the principle 
that preserves free speech on the Web. “There shouldn’t be 
fast lanes on the Internet,” Bachus told Politico after a 
House Judiciary Committee hearing last month. 

But his statement was out of the ordinary because net neu- 
trality has become politicized. Most Republican politicians 
oppose it while their Democratic counterparts, by and large, 

- support it. It’s gotten so divisive that the issue’s true mean- 
ing has gotten mired in industry spin and partisan talking 
points. 

But net neutrality is simple: It means that Internet users 
have the right to connect with anyone else on the network 
without their service providers discriminating, censoring or 
otherwise interfering with their communications. The 
Federal Communications Commission is the agency with the 

-. power to prevent companies like AT&T, Comcast and 
Verizon from blocking content or favoring certain websites 
over others. But so far it’s been reluctant to act on behalf of 
Internet users. 

And so an issue drawing broad support across the country 
is being held hostage by Washington politics. 

An industry-friendly columnist writing for the Wall Street 
Journal even called net neutrality “a government takeover 
of the Internet.” 

Not at all. Net neutrality was baked into the DNA of the 
Internet at its inception.

Op-ed: Safegua 
in the Digital Age 
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rding Free Speech 


Despite broad support, net neutrality is dha as held hostage by Washington politics.

ate an open Internet rule, Rep. Michele Bachmann (R-MN) 
declared that net neutrality was “censorship of the 
Internet.” ; 

Actually, net neutrality is the opposite of censorship. It dic- 
tates that Internet service providers behave as “common 
carriers” — a standard under which network providers must 
transport information from one user to the next without 
interference. The FCC has the power to restore common- 
carriage rules as a means of protecting free speech over pri- 
vate networks. 

Simple, right? Unfortunately, the phone and cable lobbies 
have funneled untold sums of money to politicians and pun- 
dits willing to confuse us all. 

On the other side of the debate, you have millions of every- 
day citizens speaking out, inundating the FCC with com- 
ments, and demanding that the agency take action on behalf 
of the open Internet. FCC Chairman Tom Wheeler has 
promised to weigh these comments before creating a rule 
later this year. 

The good news is that the industry’s tactics don’t seem to 


be working in the face of growing public outrage and plain-: 


old common sense. 

Bachus concluded that the “easiest way” to prevent dis- 
crimination online is to classify Internet service providers 
as common carriers. He’s not alone in reaching this conclu- 
sion. Independents and moderates are also speaking out. 

During a panel held last month in Portland, Maine, 
Senator Angus King, an independent who caucuses with the 
Democratic Party, said the need for net neutrality protec- 
tions is obvious. “We really shouldn’t be having this debate,” 
he added. “It’s crazy.” 

In fact, once you get beyond the Beltway it becomes clear 
that net neutrality is one of those issues that unites the left, 
right and center. Can you name another policy debate where 
the Christian Coalition and NARAL Pro-Choice America are 
on the same side? 

But it’s going to take all of us standing up for our free 
speech rights to convince a majority in Washington to 
ignore the industry spin and pass a simple and enforceable 
net neutrality rule. 

The voices of Spencer Bachus and Angus King are wel- 
come additions to the chorus of politicians who have cham- 
pioned the open Internet. It’s time more of their colleagues 
— from both major parties — spoke out in support of an 
Internet that fosters free speech for everyone.

the work stoppage. 

“I grew up right down the street,” Finegold 
told the Tewksbury Town Crier at the rally 
Monday. “I still call it Demoulas. All these 
people have provided my family with lower 
cost groceries. I am willing to stand with 
these people and boycott Market Basket. 
This is not about the employees wanting 
more money, it’s the culture. That’s what 
made Market Basket such a great staple of 
Tewksbury and Wilmington.” 

Congressman John Tierney said Tuesday, 
“I stand with Market Basket employees and 
urge the new management to listen to their 
concerns, treat them fairly, and respect 
their voices. I believe it is in the company, 
customer and community’s best interest for 
these employees - some of whom have 
worked at Market Basket for decades - to be 
able to articulate their views without having 
to fear losing their jobs or earned benefits.” 

Richard Tisei, former Senate Minority 
Leader in the Massachusetts Statehouse and 
now a candidate challenging Tierney, said, 
“I've shopped at the .Market Basket in 
Reading for years and must say, as a loyal 
customer, that I am in awe of the employees 
who are risking their jobs to fight for the 
future of the company. Market Basket has 
proven that being good to your employees 
can be good business too. I hope the board 
does the right thing and listens to the thou- 
sands of people rallying to reinstate Arthur 
T. as CEO.” 

Tewksbury Representative Jim Lyons said, 
“I’m hoping that both sides can find a reso- 
lution that works for everybody. Market 
Basket offers great services for the people 
of the Merrimack Valley. I hope they can 
find some common ground and move for- 
ward.”

He said Market Basket's 
success was "not about me,” 
but a result of a good busi- 
ness model and the "impas- 
sioned associates" who car- 
ried it out. 

He was fired in June by a 
board controlled by his rival 
cousin, Arthur S. Demoulas, 
in a long-running feud over 
leadership of the family 
business. 

The workers say they fear 
the company means to elim- 
inate the low prices and 
good employee benefits it 
has been’ known for. 
Thornton and Gooch have 
said they don't plan changes 
in its direction. 

The new CEOs said they 
share many of Arthur T. 
Demoulas' sentiments about 
their employees and cus- 
tomers. 

"We are committed to 
earning the trust and 
acceptance of our associates 
and Market Basket's cus- 
tomers and hope that our 
associates will judge us not 
on our promises but on our 
actions as we move for- 
ward," the CEOs said. 

Earning that trust seems 
unlikely based on _ state- 
ments made by workers at 
rallies and on social media. 


Monday’ Rally 


More than 4,000 people 
attended Monday’s rally at 
Stadium Plaza in 
Tewksbury. Being that the 
land is leased, not owned by 
Market Basket, journalists 
were allowed to freely travel 
the site and portable toilets 
were brought in. Police offi- 
cers controlled traffic and 
parking around the enor- 
mous lot. Traffic backed up 
on Interstate 495N as the 
exit ramp runs next to the 
store entrance as more and 
more workers and cus- 
tomers arrived in droves. 
Multiple school buses trans- 
ported workers from Maine, 
New Hampshire, and across 
Massachusetts. Helicopters 
flew overhead, and the 


speaker system was loud 
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enough that everyone could 
hear. 

"We're in it for the people. 
The people always have, 
always will be, the priority 
of this company," boomed 
Kathleen Garon, wife of Joe 
Garon, Sr. who was fired 
Sunday. "Corporate greed 
has to stop everywhere, 
especially here with our 
families." 

“I encourage every Market 
Basket customer to boycott 
Market Basket and don’t 
feed the greed, ‘said 
Kathleen Garon. “This is a 
war and we’re in it to win 
it 

“Our family mascot is a 
giraffe,” said Gordon 
LeBlanc to workers at 
Monday’s rally. “Do not be 
afraid to stick your neck 
out.” 

Director of warehouse 
operations, Dean Joyce, also 
fired, told the crowd “I am 
more with Market Basket 
now than I ever was: You 
guys are my soldiers in that 
warehouse. They do nothing 
without us!” 

Steve Paulenka, a 40-year 
veteran and also fired 
Sunday, told the crowd at 
Friday’s rally that he has 
only spoken to. Felicia 
Thornton one time, and she 
thought he was someone 
else. He told the crowd 
Monday that the protests 
were “not about shareholder 
issues. This is about 
whether or not you and me 
are going to allow one man 
to destroy this company by 
greed. We are not going to 
let him destroy everything 
we have.” 


Price gouging 

Monday the Town Crier 
began receiving reports of 
price gouging as empty 
Market Basket shelves and a 
customer boycott drove 
shoppers to other stores. We 
reached out to Hannaford 
Supermarkets and. Peapod, 
an online grocery delivery 
service. 

“Our pricing has_ not 
changed. Our pricing strate- 
gy is identical to what it has

in order to better equip offi- 
cers who respond to drug 
overdoses. Narcan, an opioid 
antagonist, can quickly 
reverse the effects of a poten- 
tially fatal overdose by dis- 
placing the drug from the 
receptors in the brain. It has 
minimal side effects, is not 
dangerous if administered to 
a person who is not overdos- 
ing, and it has no potential for 
abuse. 

Opioid overdose is current- 
ly one of the leading causes of 
death in Massachusetts, and 
no community has been 
immune to the problem. 
North Reading has experi- 
enced three heroin-related 
deaths, so far, this year. 

"As police officers and first 
responders, we have to face 
the heroin and opiate problem 
head-on," Chief Murphy said. 
"People are dying in our com- 
munities, and the first arriv- 
ing officer is now better 
equipped to make a difference 
in these situations." 

Chief Murphy also 
acknowledged the strong part- 
nership between NRPD com- 
mand staff and officers, who 
worked together closely to 
develop this program. Nasal 
Naloxone will be deployed to 
all marked North Reading 
Police Department cruisers, 
they are also equipped with 
Automated External 
Defibrillators.

She and hubby do their 
best. to bring sexy back 
(naked on the kitchen floor,

By mistake, a copy of the 
video goes out to many peo- 
ple they know after it is 
accidentally uploaded to the 
iCloud (Annie and Jay gave 
out Apple devices for gifts).

“DAWN OF THE 
PLANET OF THE APES” 
GRADE: *** 


“Dawn of the Planet of 
the Apes,” is that rare 
sequel that makes a pretty 
good predecessor (“Risé of 
the Planet of the Apes”) 
seem almost unnecessary. 

Building on the setup - a 
chimpanzee named Caesar 
acquires human language 
skills from a loving scientist 
and leads a band of escaped 
lab apes to a new, free life 
in the redwood forest out- 
side San Francisco - it 
delivers not only more than 
twice the action, but the 
kind of smart, emotionally 
rewarding story almost 
never found in standard- 
issue blockbusters. 

A lethal virus, dubbed

“simian flu” because it orig- 
inated in the same lab that 
experimented on Caesar 
(Andy Serkis) and his 
cohorts, has decimated the 
human population, leaving 
only a ragtag band of genet- 
ically immune survivors 
tenuously led by Gary 
Oldman. 

Meanwhile, deep in the 
woods, Caesar has built an 
army of loyal followers - on 
horseback - and a family of 
his own. The little treetop 
nation lives by the credo 
“ape not kill ape” (don’t call 
them monkeys, please; mon- 
keys have tails, which apes 
do not, and less-evolved 
brains). But when some 
humans cross into ape terri- 
tory intent on reaching a 
dam that can restore elec- 
trical power to the city, bad 
apples on both sides threat- 
en to set off a massacre as 
their well-meaning counter- 
parts forge interspecies 
bonds. 

Although Jason Clarke 
turns in a strong perform- 
ance as top  good-guy 
Malcolm, “Dawn” features 
zero A-list stars. By design, 
the humans are strictly B- 
list compared with the 
incredibly lifelike, CGI-ren- 
dered apes - Caesar, his loy- 
alty-torn son, and his vio- 
lent ally Koba, whose blood- 
lust could topple both 
worlds. The facial expres- 
sions. artificially generated 
on the apes tug at the heart- 
strings more effectively 
than those of the human 
actors. 

“Dawn of the Planet of 
the Apes” could also the 
dawn of a new type of big 
movie - as packed with feel- 
ing and intelligence as it is 
with action and special 
effects.

BUMPED OUT 
(BURLINGTON) 

“After deciding the current 
reconfiguration prototype of 
the Lexington and Bedford 
Street intersection could not 
work as intended, the Town 
Engineering Division and 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) recommended to 
change the configuration back 
to the way it used to be, with a 
yield sign and two lanes,” 
notes the Burlington edition of 
the “Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“The Board of Selectmen 
unanimously approved the 


recommendation. 
“The initiative, which 
entailed a 90-degree bump-out 


with yellow lines marking a 
traffic island, was laid out last 
year to create better sight 
lines for drivers using the 
intersection at Lexington 
Street and Bedford Street, 
across from the Simonds Park 
basketball courts. 

“The plan was to imple- 
ment the lining for what would 
eventually be a reconfigured 
intersection containing an 
actual traffic island last year 
and give it up until this point 
to analyze the results and 
feedback. 


“Though the feedback from 
the Town Engineering 
Division and DPW was favor- 
able in regards to improved 
sight lines for drivers using 


-the reconfigured intersection, 


traffic on Lexington Street has 
only gotten worse and the 
reaction from residents living 
on that portion of the street 
has overwhelmingly  con- 
curred with that reality... 

“As part of the recommen- 
dation to the board, Hayes is 
going to install a new modern 
and stylish type of cobble- 
stone rumble-strip at the 
intersection between the lanes 
where drivers take a left-turn 
onto Lexington Street and a 
left-turn onto Bedford Street.

Narcan is effective 
against heroin, but also 
against other opiates like 
Fentanyl, oxycodone 
(OxyContin, Percocet) and 
hydrocodone (Vicodin). 

Burlington police have 
rolled out Nasal Narcan 
(Naloxone) in all police vehi- 
cles. 

"Overdose .and death by 
heroin and opiates is one of 
the most serious problems 
police and emergency respon- 
ders are encountering, and no 
community is immune," 
Police — Chief 
Michael Kent said. "I am 
proud of the partnerships the 
Burlington Police Department 
has formed to respond to this 
crisis." 

Heroin and opioid overdose 
are leading causes of death in 
Massachusetts. The problem 
recently moved Governor 
Deval Patrick to declare it a 
public health crisis in March. 
Burlington is one of the first 
police departments in the 
state to mandate the carrying 
of narcan in all of its cruisers. 

While Burlington has not 
had a confirmed heroin over- 
dose death in the past three 
years, there have been two 
overdose deaths in town, one 
of which was from opiate 
overdose. Members of the 
department were trained by 
Burlington Detective Paul J. 
Glejzer and Officer Dan 
Houston.

nary and possibly flawed 
because it failed to account 
for complete information, 
such as breast density, partic- 
ipants' weight or alcohol con- 
sumption — all factors that 
can contribute to breast can- 
cer risk. 

Excess body weight, which 
can contribute to larger 
breast size, may be a more 
likely culprit in the correla- 
tion between cup size and can- 
cer. The American Cancer 
Society says that as many as 
20 percent of all cancer-relat- 
ed deaths were impacted by 
excess body weight. Being 
overweight or obese is clearly 
linked with an increased risk 
of breast cancer, especially in 
women past menopause, but 
not necessarily in women of 
childbearing age. The reasons 
for this are unclear. 

There is not a large enough 
body of evidence to link large 
breast size to an increased 
risk of breast cancer. It's true 
that larger breasts have more 
breast cells susceptible to 
mutation, but many surmise 
that genetics and lifestyle fac- 
tors are more likely than 
breast size to elevate a 
woman's breast cancer risk. 

Women concerned with 
breast cancer risk should 
complete a family history and 
speak with their doctors to 
address their concerns.

Foods on the barbie need not be unhealthy 


Barbecue season is in full 
swing, and that means many 
evenings spent dining out- 
doors with a feast of grilled 
foods at your beck and call. 
Such foods may be delicious, 
but some barbecue standards 
may not be ideal for those try- 
ing to maintain a beach-ready 
body. But even if a trim waist- 
line is your ultimate goal, you 
can still enjoy your favorite 
grilled foods by making a few 
smart food choices and substi- 
tute high-fat foods for healthi- 
er fare at your next backyard 
barbecue. 


BAD: BBQ ribs may be 
savory, but they have a high 
fat-to-meat ratio. Whether 
your ribs are pork or beef, 
each bite delivers much more 
fat than meat. These cuts of 
meat are among the fattiest 
parts of the animal to eat and 
contain a high amount of sat- 
urated fat, according to the 
American Dietetic 
Association. Saturated fat can 
contribute to cardiovascular 
disease and increase risk of 
type 2 diabetes. Ribs can pack 
on the pounds, too. 

BETTER: Rather than 


fatty ribs, opt for a lean pork 
loin that can be slathered in 
barbecue sauce and spices. 
The loin also can be smoked 
and shredded to make tasty 
pulled-pork. 


’ BAD: What would a barbe- 
cue be without a helping of 
rich and creamy potato salad? 
Potato salad is typically the 
go-to side dish accompanying 
burgers, hot dogs and chicken. 
While potatoes can be healthy, 
they also are loaded with calo- 
ries. Plus, potato salad is often 
made by mixing boiled pota- 
toes with calorie-rich mayon- 
naise, adding even more calo- 
ries and fat to this beloved 
side dish. 

BETTER: A_ vegetable 
slaw, made from thin strips of 
carrots, broccoli, cabbage, 
and other firm vegetables is a 
healthier option. Mix the slaw 
with a light vinaigrette 


instead of mayonnaise. The 


slaw will be refreshing and 
provide a bounty of healthy 
vitamins and minerals. Plus, 
the slaw will be less likely to 
spoil prematurely under the 
hot sun. 


BAD: Frankfurters have 
been a staple of backyard bar- 
becues for decades. But the 
average beef hot dog contains 
140 calories and 15 grams of 
fat. And that's before it's even 
placed on a bun and embel- 
lished with your favorite top- 
pings. Hot dogs also are high 
in sodium and some have a 
bevy of preservatives. 

BETTER: Turkey and 
chicken hot dogs are leaner 
than pork and beef varieties, 
with containing half the 
amount of calories as their 
more traditional counterparts. 
Concerns about "mystery 
meat" in hot dogs has long 
plagued the food industry. If 
you are worried about what is 
in your hot dogs, try making 
your own. Ground meat your- 
self and stuff into sausage cas- 
ings. Fresh hot dogs thrown 
on the grill afford the ultimate 
control over what's going into 
your body. 


BAD: Though nothing may 
be more American than apple 
pie, pie is not as healthy as 
one might think. Rich, buttery 
crusts and sugar-laden fillings 
can make one slice of pie quite

fattening. Double-crust pies 
with a bottom and top crust 
will have even more caloriés. 

BETTER: Fresh fruit’ is 
always a better option than 
pie. A bowl of berries served 
with fresh whipped cream on 
the side will offer far fewer 
calories and just as much fla- 
vor as a Slice of pie. 


BAD: Sugary beveraes 
and mixed alcoholic drinks 
may be commonplace at bar- 
becues. People often do_ not 
realize how quickly the calo- 
ries can add up when consum- 
ing a tall glass of lemonade or 
a few poolside margaritas. 
There can be as many as 100 
calories in a single shot: of 
liquor, while soft drinks have 
increasingly drawn the ire* of 
medical professionals ‘on 
account of their high sugar 
content. 

BETTER: Water remains 
the best and healthiest thirst 
quencher. Float some lemon 
slices in a pitcher of water for 
a refreshing flavor without the 
calories.
